Hi Ken, 


Eric asked me to share this info that I discovered while examining the attached photos: 


It appears to me that some identical punches were used to produce these two items. In particular, please note the spike 
rising from the serif of the J in JUSTITIA on both coins. This suggests to me that they were produced by the same maker. 
Given the provenance of the type 1 Quint, this leads me to believe that they are both genuine items. However, many 
punches do not match, and although the coins are the same diameter, the dentilation is completely different on each. To 
me, the dentilation on the Copper 5 has a much more modern look. More study is needed.

Hi Eric, 


Nice to hear from you the other day. I am feeling fine, and I hope that you continue to do so also. I am sure that it is our 
involvement in numismatics that keeps us going strong. 


I checked with Doug Mudd and learned that the ANA museum does indeed use LED lighting. He told me that they like it 
and find that it is reliable and uses only about 1/6 of the power needed before; thus saving them $6,000 per year. He 
says that they plan to use even more LED lighting in the future.
